higher latitude?. This fact alone'proves 
that the surface of Jupiter, as we see it. 
is not solid like that of the-earth.: It 
is the general belief of astronomers that 
Jupiter hns not yet cooled off suffittiently 
to possess a rigid crust, although' there 
mny.be a relatively solid nucleus.at the 
center of the planet. Another charming 


telescopic feature of Jupiter is represent- 
•cd by liis four principal moons, which 
may be easily seen with no moro'power- 
ful optical aid than that of''a ;' strong 
fieldgliu«s. TJieir eclipses when they pass 
into Jupiter's shadows, across his disk 
are among the most interesting of all 
celestial sights for the, amateur in as- 
tronomy. Jupiter lias three other moons, 
of very slight magnitude, and 
visible 


only under favorable circumstances even 
with the largest telescope in existence. 


Xeptune. as already remarked, in in- 


visible to the naked eye, but it is -in- 
teresting to know his • locution in the 
heavens"-since he is the'most 
distant 


member of the planetary family—a sort 
of frontier sentinel on the very edge of 
the Solar system. XcptmieV mc-an dis- 
tance from the Sun is nftHi-ly twenty- 
eight hundred million miles, or 
thirty 


times that of the earth. ITe exceeds the 
earth about 85 times in size, and yet. 
away off there in the darkness of spncc, 
he shines so faintly_ that even a power- 
ful telescope reveals'him only as a piile, 
minute, featureless disk." 


Saturn is also'an evening star, being 


situated in the constellation Aquarius, 
but he sets too soon after the Sun to be 
well seen .- Venus, in Sagittarius, Mars 
in Scorpio, nnd Urnnus in Sagittarius 
are air morning stars. Mcrcur}* is also 
a morning-star but too near the Sun for 
convenient observation. Venus,1 however, 
is a very conspicuous and beautiful object 
before the"morning twilight obscures hei; 
brightness. She attains 
her 
greatest 


'elongation west of the Suu. on February 
S. 


Mars, not conspico'us now, will become 


so as the year advances. In mid-summer 
he will be tlie most noticeable 
object 


nmong til" planets, making one of his 
nearest approaches to the earth, and 
then we shall describe liis appearance 
and the 'latest facts learned about him; 
for he will be eagerly studied by many 
astronomers all over'the earth. 


Those who -wish to know the locations 


of the planets riot visible in tlta evening 
sky, and consequently not shown on the 
chart can do. so -with the aid of a Planet 
Finder. 
The revolution of the planets 


in their orbits carriee them n^adually 
eastward along'the'ecliptic. 'They do not 
follow the exact line of the-ecliptic but 
•deviate a f aw'degrees north or south, 
but these dayiationa do not seriously in- 
terfere -with the recognition of a planet 
if tho observer knows its Right Assen- 
siou, that is to say, the point on the 
ecliptic just north or south of which the 
planet will be found. 
THIS STARS AOT CONSTELLATIONS. 


The observer who faces south, at the 


hour for which the'chart is drawn, and, 
lifts his eyes upward toward the zenith 
will see again the great Hexagon .oi 
first magnitude stars described in con- 
nection with the January chart. Now, 
however, this vast and brilliant, figure, in- 


cluding tho brightest stars of six. con- 
stellations, will be found to have moved 
thirty degrees westward from -the posi- 
tion which it occupied at the same even- 
ing hours in January; this is-.'caused by 
the earth's eastward motion in its orbit. 
Orion is now just west cf the meridian, 
nnd Canis Major, with 
the 
brilliant 


Sirius, the Dog Star, a 1-ittle east of it. 


High overhead glows Capclla with a 


steady lustre in the. Constellation Auriga. 
To.the northwest of -Auriga,

Perseus represents the mythological hero 
with winged sandals and diamond s\vord 
who rescued the chained Maiden Androm- 
eda from the Sea Monster that was sent 
to devour her because her beauty had 
aroused the vengeful jealousy of a. sea- 
goddess. Perseus had cut off the head 
of the" dreadful Gorgori the 
sight 
of 


whose' snaky hairs petrified all beholders, 
and on seeing this object {he sea nions- 
t.er was turned into rock. This whole 
story.is commemorated in the constella- 
tions. 


C.iput Medusae represents the head of 


the Gorgon, and the strange star Algol, 
slowly winking like a wicked eye, sug- 
gests the reason why the ancients select- 
ed this little constellation to play such 
a part. For about two days, and a half 
Algol shines -with the brightness of a 
second magnitude 6tar, then 
taysteri- 


.onsly it begins to fade, and in the course 
of four or five hours it sinks nearly to 
the fourth magnitude. In a few minutes 
it begins to brighten again and soon re- 
gains' its former brilliance. The cause 
of'these changes is now known to be the 
existence of' a huge dark body revolving 
close'around Algol a'long row of second 
magnitude stars, ending at one corner of 
the' Great Square'of Pegasus, which is 
on thespoint of sotting, represents An- 
dromeda, the "Chained Maiden'." 


A-few degrees north of the central 


star in Auromoda will be noticed a faint 
speck of light near a small star. A 
strong opera-glass will show that this 
is a-nebula. It is the famous Andromeda 
nebula, photographs of wliich reveal a 
vast system of concentric spirals sur- 
rounding -a central condensation. It has 
sometimes ' been regarded as an enor- 
mous solnr system in process of forma- 
tion, a far grander ^ystem than th»t in 
which we live.

Amer- 
ican citizenship will not tolerate in any 
treaty this class distinction according 
to tlie interpretation of prominent men 
at Washington nnd in the senate! and 
they interpret successfully thc national 
feeling on tliis view point. We too, have 
such a class to use thc word, who would 
travel nnd who would accept positions 
in Japan of usefulness, but,-with cer- 
tainly would not be thai of-laborers as 
this term is used. We would consent il 
the. news is not misinterpreted, to exclus- 
ion all together but not of distinction 
between Americans.
